An extension of our foreign markets will 
then become a commercial necessity. In 
what markete shall we sell our surplus’ 
Our excess of cereals wiil mostiy go to 
meet the insufficient food supplies of Eu- 
rope. The EKuropean consumption of Amer- 
loan agricultural products now averages 
more than $500,000,000 a vear. Of this total, 
Great Britain alone annually consumes up- 
wards of $400,000.00 of American produce. 
‘itimately the competition of Russia. In- 
la. Australia and South America may 
endanger our present control of the cereal 
supplies of Europe. But for many years to 
come the farms of the United States will 
furnish a lafge part of the food of trans- 
atiantic nations 

“But, in the case of manufacturers, 
conditions are different. Though the 
repean demand for special wares made 
ttis country is largely § increasing, 1 
American breadstuffe will always be a far 
more linportant elemment of our transat- 
lantic trade than American manufactures: 
for, in aimost every branch of industria] 
art, the manufacturers of Europe not only 
satisfy the wants of home consumptiun. but 
aiso invade the markets of other lands. 
Even in the United States, nearly all the 
abodes of luxury are embellished with the 
exquisitely beautiful fabrics which Eu- 
ropean skill has fashioned and myriads of 
articles, which ought to be made in our 
are now imported from 
ihe warehouses of EKurope. Therefore, as 
Wuropean nations make more merchandise 
than they consume, and as they are active 
competitors of the United States for the 
irade of the world, it is idle to expect to 
re.l In their markets all the surplus of 
American manufaccures. 

“In what part of the elobe, then. shall 
this country seek thet expansion of com- 
merece Which will absorb the overproduc- 
tion of Ns manufacturers? The gesture 
of the famous statue which Benton 
‘magsined to be standing on the crest of 
ihe Rocky Mountains and pointing to the 
‘Orient,’ implies the answer to this ques- 
tion. The Orient properly includes Japan, 
(hina, the Philippines, nem, the Malay 
Peninsula, Sumatra, Java, Borneo, Celebes, 
New Guinea, Australia, Tasmania, New 
Yealand and the thousands of islets which 
lie in the adjacent waters. The archi- 
petagece which contain these groups of is- 
ands are very extensive The distance 
from the north point of Japan to the south 
end of New Zealand is more than 8000 
miles. The population of the mainlands 
and the telands comprised within § these 
jimits must, at the lowest cstimate, ex- 
ceed 0.00.00. The annual commerce of 
thie vast region approximates $75,000,000. 

“At present, the trade of the United 
States with the Orient is small. In 1899. the 
total amount of our commerce with Japan,

The season of 1899 surpassed all others in 
National League history in the employ- 
ment of the largest numbers of players by 
the twelve clubs of the League, the aggre- 
gate reaching the large total of 316 play- 
ers, an average of over % players to a 
club. This is out of all reason as to the 
utility of such a number, and in regard 
also to the unnecessary expense involved. 
Of the 316 players engaged, 2 ,were “re- 
volvers,”” that is. they played in two dit- 
ferent clubs, while three played in three 
different clubs. viz., Pitchers McGill, Hill 
and Carsey. The table showing the nurm- 
ber of players utilized in one or more 
games by each of the twelve clubs in 1899, 
is as follows:

It is worthy of note that while the three 
leading clubs in the pennant. race of 1899 
utilized and aggregate of 77 players the 
three tail-enders employed an aggregate of 
no less than 106 an average of over 3 play- 
ers to a club. This latter record plainly 
shows the worst kind of club management. 
Experience plainly pointe out the fact that 
under capable management of a club team, 
the limit of playing material actually neces- 
sary in the working of a team does not ex- 
ceed 15 players, viz., four pitchers, two 
catchers, four infielders, three outfielders 
and two utility men, one for the infield and 
one for the outfield; and yet in 1899 not 
one of the twelve Leagge clubs used less 
than 23 players, and five of them used as 
many as 30 and over, the worst managed 
of the twelve clubs using 42 players.

Anthony's Hospital Building 
was dedicated Tuesday.
